Coons pointed out some roads built 
20 years ago cannot allow a safe 
curve-spced greater than 30 miles an 
hour, while modern roads permit 
speeds up to 65 miles an hour. 
This uncertainty as to the con­ 
ditions ahead of the driver in ap­ 
proaching a curve.” Coons said, “has 
created a real as well as a mental 
hazard for every motorist. 
If he 
guesses w rong he may go careening 
off the road, or worse stil.1 crash 
into the opposing line of traffic.’ 
The highway department, he said, 
is designing new signs to give motor- 1 
ists information, in symbol form, as 
to the maximum speed at which one 1 
can safely go around a bend 
The speeds were determined. Coons 
said, by first making laboratory j 
computations of gravitational and 
centrifugal forces involved and then 
testing them on the curves with an 
automobile equipped with a pend­ 
ulum. 
Twenty-one types of curves I 
were tested, the swing of the pend- 
ulum in each cas« determining the ! 
maximum safe speed.
